Girls Who. fe ustamed 


| Passengers by Music! 


Referring to stowaways on over- 
seas vessels, the .manager of a 
shipping company sald that it was 
now the invariable custom of ship- 
owners and agents to return all 
stowaways to the port of cmbarka- 
tion. This was practically the only 
method left at the disposal of the 
shipping companies to put down 
this expensive nuisance. Shipping 
companies trading to Australia had 
experienced considerable trouble as 
a result of people stowing away on 
thoir vessels. The increase In the 
number of ‘persons who tried to 
leave Australia by this means could 
be directly attributed to the pre- 
valence of unemployment. Shipping 
agents had found it necesary to 
employ guards on almost all vesaels 
(particularly those carrying: one 
class or third class passengers), 
when a large number of people wero 
moving to and from the ship, mak- 
ing: stowing «away a comparatively 
ensy task, To the expense of these 
yangway guarda must be added tho 
cost of delays to ships, which were 
frequently searched by the officers 
before leaving the wharf at 
Fremantle, and again in Gage Reads 
before ‘the pilet: left the ship. 
‘ Clever Methods. 

Many clever methods, the man- 
ager continued, were employed -by 
stowaways to secret themselves on 
the ship and to elude detection 
‘during a search. Recently a stow- 
away succeeded in building himself 
round with wheat bage in the 
square of the hatchway, so that he 
was not visible to the officer who 
searched the hatch before closing
